Public Input/Comments on Matters Not on the Agenda:

Becky Rapp -

Good afternoon. My name is Becky Rapp. I'm a mother to three teens and a youth group mentor. | was very

concerned regarding the UT article on December 31, when | read recently regarding plans for $1 million bureau
marijuana department to enable marijuana business plans to include the possibility of increasing the limit of
marijuana dispensaries and allowing marijuana businesses near churches. Something churches from all over the
county have been tirelessly fighting. San Diego does not need more marijuana businesses, and churches need
our support; please suggest to the City that they uphold their current regulations and not increased the
number of marijuana businesses keeping present policy and rules intact; as anxiety and mental health issues
arise, teens are resorting to unhealthy outlets such as marijuana use. We are in the midst of a vaping epidemic;
emergency department visits and admissions for any related marijuana misuse has increased by 89%. Hospitals
are seeing on average 29 discharges a day due to marijuana. It remains the primary drug of choice for youth
ages 12 to 17. Thank you very much for your input.

1. CTC-La Media Road
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e Last year the City applied for the Trade Corridor Enhancement Program in the amount of $22.7M
for the La Media Road project.

e This past December La Media Road was awarded $22.7M from the CTC, which brings the total
funding accumulated to $42.7M.

B. MAYOR'S OFFICE: Stephanie Estrada
1. Mayor's Executive Order

e Aslocal hospitals and intensive care units threaten to overflow while the coronavirus surges
through the region, Mayor Todd Gloria signed an executive order on December 30 allowing for
fines up to $1,000 for those who blatantly defy provisions of State orders or the San Diego County
public health order. The priority has been to educate businesses and individuals about the public
health order. Still, this executive order allows the San Diego Police Department and the City
Attorney's office to enforce those who have repeatedly defied regulations.

e To aid neighborhoods with limited parking for residents, the City of San Diego will no longer
enforce parking meter violations, time-limited parking, yellow commercial zones, and short-term
green zones. Red, white and blue parking areas will continue to be enforced to maintain public
safety.

2. Extension of Franchise Agreement

e Mayor Gloria agreed with SDG&E on an extension of the current gas and electric franchise to June
1, 2021, instead of January 17, 2021. This will allow the City to explore all options for how we
supply energy to residents and businesses moving forward that will also protect ratepayers,
provide equitable access, and allow us to reach our climate goals.

v" Under a process created by the previous mayoral administration, SDG&E was the lone bidder
for a new franchise. However, Mayor Gloria, in consultation with City Attorney Mara Elliott,
determined that the bid was unresponsive to the minimum requirements set forth in the
Invitation to Bid (ITB). Consequently, the Mayor canceled the ITB process and initiated talks
with SDG&E on extending the current franchises.
